Alvin Tung has established himself as one of Canada’s most brilliant young 
virtuosi. His honours have included winning the silver medal at the Tokyo 
International Guitar Competition, twice winning the Canadian National 
Music Competition and twice being awarded grants by the Canada Council. 


A graduate of the University of Toronto (MusBac and MMus), he went on to 
obtain a DMA from the Eastman School of Music, where he was the first 
guitarist to ever win the Performer’s Certificate. 


Since making his solo recital debut at the age of 12, Dr. Tung has performed 
across North America and the Far East in solo and chamber music recitals. 
He has recently appeared with the Canadian Chamber Academy, the Taipei 
Philharmonic Orchestra and the Rochester Philharmonic Orchestra. Next 
season, he will perform as guest soloist with the Mississauga Symphony 
Orchestra for the grand opening of the Living Arts Centre. 


A devoted educator, Dr. Tung has given masterclasses internationally. He 
has taught at the Taipei International Guitar Festival and is the Associate 
Director of the Algonquin International Music Institute.
